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ee INTRODUCTION 


The 1967 Survey was conducted between April 26 and June 5 by officials of 
the Alberta Departments of Labour and Industry and Development and the City of 
Calgary. 


In 1967, interviews were restricted to establishments employing 50 or more 
persons. However, a small group of establishments in the hospitality industry, 
employing less than 50 persons each, were included in the survey, so as to geta 
representative sample of job openings in that sector. 


The methodology used in the 1967 Alberta Manpower Survey was similar to 
that used in the 1966 Survey. 


As was the case in 1966, the 1967 Survey was designed to estimate the 
current and anticipated job openings in the Province of Alberta, for use in 
immigration, training and manpower programse 


During the 1967 survey period, 916 interviews were conducted which 
resulted in 891 completed survey forms by establishments employing 178,240 personse 
In the 1966 survey, coverage was 2,066 firms employing 216,923 persons. 


This report shows that employers interviewed had job openings for 
(a) 7,836 employees in the various occupational categories immediately and 
(b) 36,656 employees in the various occupational categories over the twelve month 
period ending May 31, 1968. 


It is significant to note (see Table 3) that, over 60% of the current and 
anticipated job openings not expected to be filled, were in the two major 
categories of (a) Professional, Technical and Related Workers and (b) Craftsmen, 
Production, Process and Related Workers. Both these categories are comprised of 
skilled occupations. 


Although it must be recognized that some of these job openings may be 
filled by normal recruiting methods, it must also be recognized that a significant 
number of skilled employees (professional and technical) are needed by Alberta 
establishments. In the short run, a significant part of the demand will likely be 
filled by immigrants and possibly movement of Canadian employees to Alberta. In 
tine long run, the future job openings are likely to be filled by an increasing 
number of locally trained employees.

Information received in the 1967 survey has been tabulated and recorded by 
fine occupational breakdown, showing establishments needing specific type of 
employees, time when needed and rates of pay in each casee As requests are 
received from persons wishing to move to Alberta, the information is readily 
available regarding which establishments need any specific type of employee. 

The Alberta Immigration division acts as the liason between the potential employee 
and the establishment with job openings.

During the period 1941 to 1951, agricultural employment decreased by almost 
28,000 while employment in the non-agricultural industry sector increased by over 
30,000 and in the services sector by over 63,000. 


These employment shifts continued through the decade 1951 to 1961. The 
numbers engaged in agriculture showed a further decline of 8,000. Industrial and 
service sectors showed substantial gains of 26,000 and 118,000 respectively. The 

estimated figures for 1966 indicate a continuance of the above trend.
